value to the identical duty required, the Compiler, ambitious of contributing to the good of Society, and the con- 
venience and ſecurity of the Public at large, hath employed the moſt unremitting diligence in the collection of all the

— The Commiſſioners of Stamps have a power of altering the Dies at pleaſure ; and the duties under-mentioned were, in conſequence of the 
great hurry of buſineſs, on the impoſition of the late additional aſſeſſments, repreſented iſt, DEEDS, No, 1, by the Surrender, Die S. but at preſent 
two Dies are uſed to ſtamp this duty; the one for paper, and the other for parchment, viz. with reſpect to paper, the ſame as under appears; but as to parch- 
ment, the 7s. duty is expreſſed in Roman Numbers thus—*© VII SHILLINGS,” and the cypher letter is“ A” inſtead of © B” (the Commiſſioners from time

It is alſo eſpecially to be noticed, that one ſtamp muſt not be uſed for the other; many perſons being of opinion that ng a ſtamp of an egal or higher value 
than the appropriate duty, does act, and can not zmval:date the inſtrument, becauſe the revenue is not injured, but which is a miſtaken idea. For, in the 


caſe of Ldabard Manning, Eſq. who was a bona fide holder of a promiſſory note for 2500l. indorſed to him, but which was erroneouſly drawn upon an 


agreement inſtead of a note lamp; and having commenced an action thereon in the King's Bench, which was heard on the 14th day of December, 1796, 
Loxp Kenyon was of opinion, that the note being drawn on an inproper ſtamp, could not be received in evidence; and the plaintiff was ronſuited.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


— —— — 


Oeeds and Agreements. 


F the firſt place, it may not be improper to obſerve, that country gentlemen ſhould be very denies in their orders to the ſtamp 


diſtributors; and, inſtead of merely requeſting two, three, or more 10s. or 20s. ſtamps, they ſhould mention whether for deeds, 
agreements, bonds, or ſurrenders, and whether inrolment ſtamps, or otherwiſe : ſince it has frequently occurred, that where a deed, &c. has 


required to be inrolled, that the component 10s. deed, and the ſingle 10s. deed ſtamps, have been uſed for, and inſtead of, the inrolment 
ſtamp. It is fo of the other ſtamps, but which ought to be avoided; as the deed, or other inſtrument, ſo long as it remains thus 


improperly ſtamped, is of no avail, and cannot after the execution be properly ſtamped without much trouble, and the loſs of the ſtamps 


then affixed thereon and ſuch reſtrictions and penalties as preſcribed by act 37 G. 3. c. 136. wide Stamps in General, p. 4. It is alſo to be 
obſerved, that IN PORSEMENTS on the back of any deed by way of aſſignment, declaration of truſt, or uſe, or by way of further charge 


or mortgage, or for any other purpoſe, and executed ſubſequent, or to anſwer a diſtinct and ſeparate purpoſe, and being a diſtinct inſtrument 
to the within deed, are ſubject to the ſame laws and rules. And further it is to be obſerved, that ARTICLES of AGREEMENT between 
merchant-owners, commander, and crew of any ſhip, or veſſel, commonly called ſhips' articles, and ASSIGNMENTS by ſailors of their 


prize-money, and AGREEMENTS between a vicar, &c. and the pariſhioners for compoſition of tithes, | is conceived liable, and cuſtomarily 
ſtamped with as many ſtamps as there ſhall appear to be perſons figning the ſame. 

Alſo one or two profeſſional gentlemen are of opinion, that where two or more truſtees are appointed by, or an aſſignment 7 terms, &c. 
is contained in one and the ſame deed, that deed muſt be ſtamped doubly or trebly, as the caſe may require : but the propriety of this 
opinion is ſubmitted to the conſideration of the public at large—/ince the abſurdity of this idea is univerſally exploded. It is alſo to be obſerved, 
in caſe any ſuch deed, &c. be written or ingroſſed on ten ſkins or ſheets of parchment, or paper, but ſhall not in point of quantity 
of folios amount to more than eight ſkins, according to the act of parliament, yet the ſame muſt have a 208. ſtamp on the firſt ſkin thereof, 
(that is, the component 188. and the ſingle 10s. deed ſtamps), and a 10s. component ſtamp on each of the others, and till ſo ſtamped the 


deed is of nv avail. Alſo, as to the component duty, any ſkin of a deed having one ſtamp thereon, but requiring further ſtamps ac- 


cording to the act, may, within thirty days after the execution, be ſtamped with the other neceſſary ſtamps. And as to the ſingle deed duty 


the lame may be ailix:d or ſtamped within ſixty days after the execution, to be computed in both caſes from the date of the deed,

Atteſted Copies, 


IN the firſt place it is to be . that atteſted copies of wills are not chargeable with any duty. Secondly, that the words of the act 
are * true or atteſted copies of deeds,” by which it is to be obſerved, that wills are not included, and that it is meant 1ſt, As to a true copy. 
ſuch an one as ſhall appear to be a verbatim & literatim copy of any deed, yet not atteſted as ſuch; and as to an atteſted copy, ſuch an one, 
and atteſted as ſuch, both of which are unqueſtionably chargeable with duty. And it is alſo to be obſerved, that notwithſtanding this duty 
is by the act expreſſed to be only payable for every entire progreſſive ten folios contained in any ſuch copy of a deed, yet in caſe any ſuch 
copy ſhall be wrote on twenty ſheets of paper, and, according to the number of folios as preſcribed by the act, require only twelve ſtamps, 


the ſame muſt nevertheleſs have a ſtamp impreſſed or marked on each diſtinct ſheet thereof, and until ſo ſtamped is of no avail. And there- 


fore it is ſubmitted, the beſt way of doing atteſted copies, is upon cut brief paper, and on both ſides _ about ten — in each ide, 


— : Allowance of Stamps. 


PERSONS having by accident, or jnadverteney, ſpoiled any ſtamp, ſo as to render it unfit for uſe, may, on n e to the com- 


miſſioners of ſtamps, have the ſame allowed or exchanged for any other or others of the ſame value and nature, but not for money or other- 


wiſe; and ſuch perſons making oath that they are the bona fide owners thereof, and ſhall loſe the ſame if not allowed, and ſubjecting themſelves 
to all other rules and regulations of the ſtamp office, and providing the neceſſary paper, parchment, or other requiſites for the ſame, and 
in caſe any new aſſeſſment ſhall have been made thereon, paying up ſuch additional duty: but any ſtamped ſkin of parchment, or ſheet of 
paper, which ſhall appear to have been ſigned, affixed to, or formed part of any deed, or other inſtrument, or to have had any part cut off, 
or in any other way rendered the leaſt ſuſpicious, will not be allowed; unleſs the counterpart, or re-ingroſsment thereof, ſhall be produced 


to the commiſſioners of ſtamps.— The days for the purpoſe of allowing ſtamps are Tueſdays and Thurſdays in each week, between the 
Hours of ten and twelve in the ſorenoon. | 


Legacies, Ou Duty. 


IT may, perhaps, be worthy remark, that legacies of annuities by any of the former ats i. e. previous to the 27th of April, 1796— 
36 G. 3. c. 52. are not chargeable with any duty; by reaſon that after the annuitant's death, the fund appropriated to anſwer ſuch annuity, 
ſinks into and forms part of the teſtator's refiduary eſtate; and that, therefore, the reſiduary legatee becomes chargeable with the duty 


Payable thereon at the time of receiving the ſame, and thereby the revenue is not injured or defrauded, But in caſe ſuch reſiduary eſtate is paid 


over to the legatee, as the ſame falls in and is received, or by inſtallments, the duty muſt be paid proportionably, viz. ſuppoling the legatee 
to be a ſtranger in blood to the deceaſed, and the firſt payment to be 1201. then, per table, the 21. ſtamp chargeable on 100. legacy becomes 


due for the ſame :—the ſecond payment to be 1901. making with ſuch 1201. the ſum of 3101. then, per table, two additional 11]. per cent. to 


the amount of 3ool, becomes payable for ſuch 190). only :—and the third, fourth, fifth, or any further payment, to be yool.—10gl. or other

A cuſtom having been lately FILE) to exiſt, that clerks of the peace of the different counties do upon a game-keeper's producing is 
deputation, certify at the bottom of ſuch deed of deputation, that it has been duly inrolled in their office, and that they approve the ſame; 
but do not thereupon iſſue a ſtampt certificate as they ought to do, whereby the revenue is greatly injured. It is conceived neceſſary to 
obſerve, that a one guinea ſtamp is applicable and due for each ſuch certificate of game-keeper acting under a deputation independent of the 20s. 
duty payable on ſuch deputation z and ſince ſuch gentlemen might not be appriſed t thereof, it is ſubmitted this obſervation will prove acceptable. 


Transfers. 


AN opinion prevailing, that if transfers of CANAL SHARES, or other transfers, are only Goned and not ſcaled, they become exempted from 
the ſingle 108. deed duty; it may not be ! improper to obſerve, that the idea is a miſtaken one ;—that transfers were always denominated 
centrafs or deeds, and have always been ſealed as well as ſigned, and are abſolutely a deed by which a property is conveyed and veſted. And 
that the 2, ſealing ſuch inftruments, can only tend to render them invalid, nd can never be cor/idered or conflirued to be any other than 


an evident attempt to defraud the revenue; and therefore (as ſubmitted) it muſt be allowed moſt prudent to uſe, and the ſame are un- 
queſtionably ſubject to a 308. ſtamp, viz. the il. transfer, and ſingle 108. deed duties.

And whether leaving the award with 
the clerk of the peace is not an inrolment ? it being to. operate as ſuch, and depoſited there for the uſe of all parties; and awards made by commiſſioners of incloſure, being conceived in the 
nature of deeds of partition, and very different from an award made under an arbitration bond. The opinion of Mr. Serjeant Hill was requeſted, and to which he returned the following

anſwer, vi2. “ I think a 10s. ſtamp ſufficient for the award, and the like for the counterpart, unleſs there has been a practice in the office to the contrary, as to which I could not ſpare time 


to get information, conſiſtently with the defired diſpatch; but, ſuppoſing the award and counterpart ought to be ſtamped as deeds, yet J think neither of them ought to be ſtamped in any 
« other manner than deeds not inrolled are directed to be ſtamped. There are, by the common law, two eſſential requiſites to every writing to make it a deed, (except in the caſe of corpora-

Lord Kenyon faid, he ſhould extremely regret, if what was laid down by the court yeſterday was not law; and yet, it was infinitely better, that a deciſion 
1mprovidently made, ſhould be retracted, than that the law ſhould be infringed upon, to ſapport a deciſion. The argument urged at the bar, on one fide, 


went a great length indeed, for it was contended, that unleſs an inſtrument be delivered, as well as ſigned and ſealed, it was no deed. He believed, that this 


docttine would make null and void a great number of inſtruments, which governed property to a very large amount, under various circumſtances, in this 
country. Many ſuch inſtruments were executed by and before perſons who were not very converſant with theſe technical diſtinctions, and which inſtruments 
had always hitherto been deemed valid. The inconvenience of ſuch law, if it was law, would be moſt enormous; but he did not think it was law: Suppoſe 
this ſubmiſſion had required that the award of the party ſhould be by deed executed, could he tell a jury at 1% prins, that he heſitated in calling it a deed? He 
could 5 bring his mind to doubt of this caſe. The inſtrument was a deed to all intents. It began with the words * To all 7 wvhom theſe preſents ſhall 


. * come,” which are as formal as * Know all men by theſe preſents,” The act of parliament required that a deed ſhould have a ſtamp of 75. and this had
